DESIGNATE  USE  OF  FUND  PROCEEDS 


The  major  portion  of  the  proceeds 
from  the  second  Annual  Endowment  Fund 
will  be  used  to  maintain  the  faculty  , 
salary  raises  initiated  after  the  first' 
drive. 


Last  year,  a total  of  $3,890  was 
given  to  the  two  schools  through  the 
Endowment  Fund.  This  amount  was  used 
at  the  suggestion  of  -the  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation to  increase  the  salaries  of 
the  30  lay  teachers  on  the  two  faculties. 
This  year,  the  same  total  will  be  given 
to  the  schools  to  maintain  this  salary 
increase.

Of  that  total,  $100  was 
designated  for  the  purchase  of  a micro- 
scope, $10  was  designated  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  and  $30  was  designated 
as  partial  expenses  for  summer  study 
for  a college  faculty  member.

WANTED:  FIVE  MINUTES  AND  A 
FOUR  CENT  STAMP 


A controversial  column  — that’s  what 
I was  asked  to  write.  But  I’m  in  a mood 
of  inaugural  cheer,  and  not  at  all  argumen- 
tative. Ask  me  along  September,  and  the 
presses  will  seethe. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  heard  the  President 
of  St.  Teresa’s,  Sister  Mary  Daniel,  on  a 
recent  radio  program  called  "Conversation." 
It  is  an  informal  interview- type  program 
with  Walt  Bodine  and  Jean  Glenn  on  WDAF 
radio  from  seven  to  eight  every  evening. 
While  Sister  performed  charmingly,  it  is 
not  about  her  cause  I wish  to  write  — as 
it's  a cause  to  which  you  are  already 
espoused. 

A week  after  Sister  Daniel  was  on  the 
program,  ’’ Conversation”  brought  a St. Louis 
priest,  Rev.  Dismas  Clark,  S.J.,  to  the 
microphone i,  ’Father  Clark  has  become 
Rationally  known  for  his  foundation  of 
Dismas  House,  a home  for  penitentiary 
parolees;  iDismas  House  provides  a home, 
finds  a job,  and  sponsors  recreation  for 
these  searching  men  — but  it's  not  charity, 
they  pay  for  it.  Father  Clark  emphasized 
that  ex-convicts  don’ t want  to  be  charity- 
ridden  or  pitied.  They  want  a chance  to 
prove  their  worth  to  their  associates, 
their  parole  officers,  their  families,  but 
most  of  all,  to  themselves. 

Dismas  House  is  a thriving  business  -- 
no  big  profit,  but  it  pays  its  way.  The 
men  respect  Father  Clark  for  his  comrade- 
ship, his  humanity,  and  his  ability  to  get 
things  done.  So  what's  the  catch?  What 
can  you  do  about  all  this?  Here's  what; 

Each  inmate  in  a Missouri  penitentiary 
is  maintained  at  a cost  of  two  thousand 
dollars  (()2000)  a year.  A prisoner  on 
parole  costs  the  state  one  hundred  eighty- 
five  dollars;  compare  that  to  two  thousand 
for  keeping  him  in  prisonl  Paroled,  the 
man  supports  himself.  The  one  hundred 
eighty-five  dollars  he  costs  the  state  is 
parole  officer  salary  and  paper  work.  But 
here's  the  punch  line  — criminologists 
agree  that  roughly  85$  of  the  penitentiary 
enrollment  is  paroleable.  Less  than  10$  of 
this  paroleable  85$  is  paroled,  because  of 
the  shortage  of  parole  officers.  It  doesn't 
make  fiscal  sense,  does  it?  The  Missouri 
legislature  will  not  grant  additional  funds 
Jfor  parole  officer  salary  (and  these  degree- 
men  are  woefully  underpaid),  but  spends 
needless  thousands  maintaining  men  in  pri- 
son who  would  be  better  off  out  of  prison. 

Who  says  they'd  be  better  off?  Every- 
body. Especially  Father  Clark.  Parole 


gives  incentive  to  go  straight,  stay  out 
of  prison,  make  good.  What  does  a completed 
prison  term  give?  A broken  mind,  a par- 
alyzed will,  a warped  outlook.  With  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  a suit  of  clothes,  a dis- 
missed full-timer  goes  out,  buys  a gun,  gets 
drunk,  and  travels  the  old  road.  A parolee 
finds  a job,  tries  to  re-establish  family 
ties,  struggles  to  regain  his  foothold  in 
the  niche  that  was  his  place  in  life. 

That's  the  story.  Here's  what  you  can 
do.  The  Missouri  legislature  is  in  a 
financial  soupbowl.  Raise  gas  tax,  raise 
income  tax,  corporation  tax?  Hox-j  to  climb 
the  slippery  sides?  Write  your-  letter  today, 
and  point  out,  in  urgent  tones.^that  the 
state  can  sa-w^everal'  Million  dollars  a 
year  by  providing  more  parole' officers,  so 
that  more  of  the  85$  .paroleable  men  can 
actually  be  paraled.  It's  money  in  your 
pocket,  but  thafs  not  fhe  whole  point.
